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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

2. Claims 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim raises a question as 
to whether the claim is directed merely to an abstract idea that is not tied to a 
technological art, environment or machine which would result in a practical application 
producing a concrete, useful, and tangible result to form the basis of statutory subject 
matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 23, claims the non-statutory subject matter of a computer program. Data 
structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are descriptive 
material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of causing functional 
change in the computer. See, e.g., Warmerdam, 33 F.3d at 1361, 31 USPQ2d at 1754 
(claim to a data structure per se held nonstatutory). For example, in Applicant's 
Specification stating the computer-readable media includes carrier wave (see par. 
[0030]). Therefore, since the claimed programs are not tangibly embodied in a physical 
medium and encoded on a computer-readable medium then the Applicants has not 
complied with 35 U.S.C 101. 

Claims 24-26 are rejected because they depend on rejected claim 23. 
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Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,512,818. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of the present application are broader in scope than the 
claims of the patent. Omission of an element and its function in a combination is an 
obvious expedient if the remaining elements perform the same functions as before. In re 
KARLSQN (CCPA) 136 USPA 184 (1963). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-10 and 17-22 are allowed. 

As to claims 1 and 17, prior arts of record fail to teach, or render obvious, alone 
or in combination a system for performing release trunking for calls originating and 
terminating outside of an IP address space, comprising: a gateway configured to send 
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and receive messages using a first protocol in a first address space and to send and 
receive messages using a second protocol in the IP address space; and an IP device 
located within the IP address space and configured to communicate with the gateway, 
wherein the IP device is further configured to send a first message to the gateway 
requesting that a call be setup between an originator in the first address space and a 
destination in the first address space, an indicator for the destination being included in 
the first message and being based on information received over an established call to 
the IP device from the originator, and the gateway is further configured to: request 
resources of the established call to be released; translate the first message in the first 
protocol to a second message in the second protocol, and send the second message to 
a device in the first address space. 

Claims 2-10 and 18-22 are allowed because they depend on allowed claims 1 
and 17, respectively. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Harbin (US Patent 7,058,730) teaches unique address space and method for a 
transport network. 

Hipp et al. (US Patent 6,766,371) teaches virtual network environment.
